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SUBJECT: CONVERSATION WITH UDEL PRESIDENT CORDOVA'S JUNE 16 

SUMMARY: AMB AND POLOFP DISCUSSED OPPOSITION ATTITUDES AND US ASSIS- 
TANCE POLICY WITH UDEL PRESIDENT R APART ■ CORDOVA RIVAS ON JUNE 16. 
CORDOVA INDICATED THAT REVOLUTIONARY FORCES WERE UNLEASHED AND THE 
POLITICAL OPPOSITION COULD NOT STOP THEM. END SUMMARY 

1. AT INVITATION OP AMB, DR. RAFAEL CORDOVA RIVAS, THE SUCCESSOR OP 
PEDRO JOAQUIN CHAMORRO AS PRESIDENT OP THE COALITION OP OPPOSI- 
TION PARTIES, UDEL, MET POR LUNCH ON JUNE 16. FOLLOWING THE ANNOUNCE- 
MENT OP APPROVAL OP PURTHER AID LOANS CORDOVA HAD PUBLICLY DECLARED 
U.S. WOULD BE RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY FURTHER DEATHS OP ANTI-GON 
PROTESTORS. AMB EXPRESEED SORROW POR LACK OF OPPOSITION UNDERSTAND- 
ING OF US POLICY AND THAT INSTEAD THE OPPOSITIN APPEARED TO HAVE 
FAI.T.PN INTO TRAP OF ECHOEING SOMOZA’S LINE THAT LOANS WERE SIGN OF 

U.S. SUPPORT FOR THE GON. AMB CAREFULLY EXPLAINED U.S.POLICY RE- 
GARDING APPROVAL OP THE LOANS AND HOW THEY OPERATE AND THE PACT 
THE APPROVAL OP THESE LOANS DOES NOT SIGNIPY ANY CHANGE IN U.S. 
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POLICY. LATER IN THE CONVERSATION CORDOVA STATED HE PELT THE EXPLAN- 
ATION OP U.S. ASSISTANCE POLICY WAS THE MOST IMPORTANT ASPECT OP 
THE CONVERSATION, AND HE WAS PLEASED TO LEARN HIS FIRST IMPRESSIONS, 
WHICH HAD LED TO HIS EMOTIONAL PUBLIC REACTION, WAS WRONG. 

2. CORDOVA DESCRIBED THE CURRENT SITUATION AS BEING INHOSPITABLE TO 
ANY POLITICAL ACTION AS PAR AS NEGOTIATING WITH THE GOVERNMENT. HE 
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SAID THE PEOPLE WOULD REJECT ANY PERSON OR PARTY ENGAGED IN SUCH 
ACTIVITY. HE POINTED TO THE OEFICIAL CONSERVATIVE OPPOSITION AND 
SAID EVEN THEY DID NOT DARE TOBE SEEN DEALING WITH THE GON. COR- 
DOVA SAID THERE IS EXPECTATION OF FURTHER MAJOR DISTURBANCES RELATED 
TO THE RETURN OE THE 12 AND NO POLITIC AN WOULD TRY TO MINIMIZE THE 
IMPACT OF THIS EVENT IN THE HOPE THAT IT MIGHT SUCCEED IN OVERTHROW- 
ING SOMOZA. HE SAID PERSONALLY HE DOES NOT BELIEVE IT WILL SUCCEED 
BUT, NEVERTHELESS, HE HAS TAKEN THE INITIATIVE TO ORGANIZE THE 
RECEPTION COMMITTEE FOR THE 12. 

3. AMB AND POLOFE URGED CORDOVA TO TRY TO THINK AND ACT POLITI- 
CALLY IN PLANNING WHAT THE OPPOSITION MIGHT DO FOLLOWING A PERIOD 
OF FURTHER VIOLENCEA, WHETHER OR NOT IT ACHIEVES SOMOZA'S OUTSTER, 
BUT ESPECIALLY IF IT DOES NOT. 
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
